Minister Romero Will be Recalled.

Jacobs, a capitalist from the City of Mex- 
ico, and who Is interested w itb President 
Diaz in mining ventures, is in this city. 
To an Examiner reporter Mr. Jacobs said 
there is strong talk in Mexican political 
circles that President Diaz will recall Senor 
Romero, the Mexican Minister at Washing- 
ton, aud that Romero will be appointed 
Minister of Finance to succeed Manuel 
Dablan, who recently died. Mr. Jacobs 
further stated that shortly after Minister 
Dablan's death a deficiency of $100,000 
was discovered in his accounts, and that 
President Diaz brought suit against his 
estate to recover tbe money. The suit is 
still pending. 
On this account Diaz is 


anxious to appoint honest men to positions 
of trust and several other changes are 
talked of. 


Death of Pierre A. Humbert.

The Congrcssionul Party Kccogiiizrxl.

should recognize it and open communica- 
tion with its head.

OFF TO THE MOUNTAINS. 


With a four-horse team loaded with 


camp outfit, snbstantials and delicasies, 
the party left Reno in the early morning, 
crossed the divide from which a view of 
the handsome town of Rsno and its beauti- 
ful surrounds is obtained, passed into 
Lammons" Valley, took a drink of pure 
mountain water at Leminocs' Station, and 
skirting Peavine Mountains, entered Long 
Valley where the waters run North, and 
reached Chat Station at noon.

BIEBBA VALLET. 


From Chat the road ascends gradually, 


about two miles, to the snmnnt of Beck- 
with Pass, which is probably 500 feet 
higher than the N. C. O. track at Chat. 
Hero it enters Sierra Valley, which is an 
elevated plateau in the Sierra Nevada. 
This valley contains perhaps 50,000 acres 
of land, the greater part of which is fenced. 
Our roa1 \<\y through the north central 
part of lUe valley. At the extreme East- 
e?n end is Summit, a place of a few houses, 
hotel and postoflice, and near the Western 
end is Beckwith, a somewhat more pre- 
tentious village than Summit, at the South- 
eastern extremity of the valley is Loyalton, 
and West of it Sierraville. The valley is 
dotted with farm houses and hay stacks, 
but neither f rnit tree nor vegetable garden 
was observable along the road. Wheat, 
rye and oats are raised to a limited extent 
in the \alley, but ths principal crop is boy. 
The valley is 
surrounded by heavily 


timbered mountains, and the Middle Fork 
of the Feather River, at this season of the 
rear o very small stream, runs through it. 
:ts principal products are beef and butter 
and though, it baa a population of about 
1,200, and can produce grain, its flour is 
mported from Beno or Honey 
Lake 


Valley.

These trees, though not so large as the 
sugar pines further West on the mount- 
ains, inspire the Nevodan with feelings of 
admiration, and causes an involentary 
sigh of regret that the mountains of the 
Silver State are not clothed with those of 
the great Sierra Nevada.

About 


fifteen miles of this rood is ready for the 
oars, the- rails being laid, and as much 
more of the road is graded. There arc no 
cars running, however, and the rails are 
rusting and the lies rotting. 
A large saw 


mill built by the railroad company is un- 
used and pine logs estimated to contain a 
million feet of lumber near the mill are 
decaying. The railroad, which, though 
over 5,000 feet above tide water, is built 
on a level plain with no steep grade, and 
no deep oats or high embankments.

road is not endangered by snow slides, and 
if it can leave] the mountains on the 
Western side as easily as it enters them 
and runs through them on the Eastern, it 
will doubtless, at some time not far distant, 
be completed to the Sacramento Valley.

Sierra Valley and West to Mohawk Valley, 
though in the very heart of the Sierra 
Nevada, is a very sluggish stream, and has 
several tracts of natural meadow lands 
along its banks. There are also patches 
of meadow lands along the tributaries of 
he Feather, but they are all taken up and 
hose of any size have been settled for 
hirty years or more.
